NJ Oldest parade is 65 Years Old Still and Marching Proud with No Sign of Retirement 


NEWARK, NJ - The Wearing of the Green will 
take place in proud fashion as the 2000 New- 
ark St. Patrick’s Day Parade sets to march 
down Broad Street in Newark, NJ, on March 
19 starting at 1:30 pm. Leading the march will 
be Grand Marshal Joseph J. Bradley and 
Deputy Grand Marshal Susan H. Gartland as 
the parade marches up Broad Street from the

with grandstands located at City Hall and 
Military Park. 


The parade is celebrating its 65th year of 
marching in Newark, making it the oldest St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade in the Garden State’s his- 
tory. The Line of March includes over 25 
bands, bagpipers, flats, marching units, dance 
troupes, Irish steps dancers, and high school 
marching bands and countless other commu- 
nity and civil organizations.

The parade will feature the Castlerea Brass 
and Reed Band, one of the oldest Brass bands 
in Ireland.

WITH HEART AND SOUL 

By any name, Gray’s music intoxicates with its deft 
combination of groove and heart, sultry allure and 
rough-edged charm. What results is hard to resist, at 
least for substance-starved listeners numbed by the 
glut of formulaic teen-pop clones and paint-by-num- 
bers rappers now dominating the national sales 
charts and radio airwaves. 

“I would never want to do something typical,” af- 
firmed Gray (real name: Natalie McIntyre). 

“You can say anything on a record, it’s just the way 
you say it that people are attracted to. You can talk 
about anything you want, and that’s my thing. I 
wouldn't want to be generic, or say ‘I love you’ in my 
songs.” 

In fact, love won, lost and longed for are frequent 
topics in Gray’s lyrics. But she avoids trite senti- 
ments, and she is unafraid to reveal herself, be it in 
song or in a phone interview. (Asked how well she 
balanced being a performer and a mother of three, 
Gray softly replied: “It’s extremely hard for me. I’m 
still working on it.”) 

Simultaneously vulnerable and self-affirming, her 
best work has a vivid, almost cinematic quality. She 
attributes much of this to her studies at the presti- 
gious USC film school. 

“It definitely influenced my lyric-writing style. Be- 
cause in film school, everything is about the story, 
and it has to have structure —a beginning, a middle 
and an end,” Gray said, speaking from her Los Ange- 
les home. 

But her often striking musical vignettes are less a 
product of her imagination than of personal experi- 
ence. And some of those experiences were clearly less 
than pleasant. 

Witness “Still,” one of her album’s standout songs. 

gripping tale of an abusive relationship, it begins: 

In my last years with him, there were bruises on my 
face / In my dawn and new day, I finally got away / 
But my head's all messed up and he knows just what 
to say | No more dawn and new days, I ‘m goin’ back 
to stay... 

“It’s all pretty autobiographical,” Gray said matter- 
of-factly. “You have to write what you know, and the 
only thing I knew to write about was what Pd been 
through. It was about relating stuff that happened to 
me. 

“It wasn’t like I thought: Tm going to try to say 
this or that.’ It was only after I wrote ‘Still—and 


people listened to it and told me what it meant to 
them—that I realized it was pretty deep. When 
people focus on my lyrics, who I am comes across.” 


WHAT SHE BELIEVES 

Indeed. In an era dominated by synthetic singers 
with big, character-free voices and little depth or emo- 
tion, Gray is a welcome anomaly. 

Her scratchy, proudly gruff singing may lack pol- 
ish, and her range is not especially broad, but she 
knows all about nuance and dynamic shading. And 
she leaves no doubt that she’s drawing from, and con- 
veying, genuine emotion, rather than erupting in the 
empty histrionics that are sadly de rigeur in this age 
of Mariah and Celine. 

“J think you have to sing about what is real,” Gray 
said. “Because to me, the artists that always stick out 
and stay around are the ones you believe. When they 
sing it, you believe it, and you trust them. If you’re 
thinking about your life when you sing, that comes 
across. 

“Billie Holiday didn’t have a huge range, but you 
could tell she was connecting with every note and 
lyric—she was right there. She had an incredible 
voice but it wasn’t a controlled, polished voice. Her 
voice was pretty small—she didn’t go way up or way 
down— but she had a style. And it was so important 
to her that people would understand her. Her diction 
was perfect. That’s what affected me most about her, 
that you could take what you had and do it, and 
stand out and be yourself.” 

In addition to jazz vocal icon Holiday, Gray credits 
Stevie Wonder, Sly Stone and Prince as some of her 
biggest influences. She also gives props to such dis- 
parate artists as Louis Armstrong, Branford Marsalis 
and Michael Franks. 

Asked to name some of her all-time favorite al- 
bums, Gray cited Holiday's “The Decca Recordings,” 
Prince’s “Sign O’ the Times,” Run-D.M.C.’s self-titled 
1984 debut, Stevie Wonder’s “Talking Book” and 
“Songs in the Key of Life,” and Sly & The Family 


` Stone’s “There’s a Riot Going On” and “Fresh.” 


“They all have an energy,” she said of her choices. 
“You can tell they were all recorded at an important 
time of their careers, when they were hungry and had 
a lot to say. 

You could do a polka record, and if you’re telling 
the truth and have something to say, people will latch 
on to it. You can’t really touch music, but you feel it. 
As long as it has an energy coming out of it, it works, 
and all those records had that.” 

Gray may never equal the work of her idols. But it 
won't be for a lack of effort—or parental support. “ 

My father is my biggest hero because he’s the pur- 
est person I know,” she said. “And when I was grow- 
ing up, my mother often told me: ‘You can do any- 
thing. You’re not limited because you're black or a 
woman. You can do whatever you want.’ In my mind, 
I know there’s a lot I can’t do yet. But I will. I will.”
